At present we have no system of 


city accounts, no way of telling where 
the 
money raised by taxation

spent. In a general way many clt

kind. Neither can a city official ac 
cused of extravagance, 
prove that 


the charge Is without foundation. In 
short, nothing can be proved by the 
city accounts because there are prac- 
tically no accounts.

cfflclals were In no way accountable
